ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., April 
30 (AP)—Eric Johnstci, president 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, contended today that 
if federal price control were wiped 
out in the immediate future “busi- 
ness would be back in the national 
doghouse within on week—and 1 
mean the last stall in the dog- 
house, too.” 

He made this statement to a 


reporter shortly before he opened 
the thirty-fourth annual meeting 
of the United States Chamber. 
Approximately 2000 business men, 
drawn from every state, attended. 

Johnston's position fell squarely 
athwart that of the National As 
sociation of Manufacturers, which 
has advocated the complete elim- 
ination of OPA after its present 
powers expire June 30. It also 
indicated a divided opinion within 
the directorate of the national 
Chamber of Commerce itself. 
Chamber directors voted last night 
to bring to the convention floor 
a resolution urging that the, “date 
for the elimination of all such 
controls be Oct. 81, 1946.” 

Suggests Next Year. 

“It would be suicidal to abolish 
price control immediately,” Johns- 
ton said in an interview. “Busi- 
ness men have not yet been con- 
ditioned for such a step. They 
must be educated to hold prices 
in line. The worst thing: that could 
happen to us would be for prices 
to spiral and for us to have a 
period of boor and bust.” 

He said he felt a definite date 
should be set for the abolition of 
OPA and added he thought that 
date should be some time next 
year. 

Johnston, fresh from a round of 
conferences in V/ashington, said 
he believed the Senate Banking 
Committee would report a bill 
which would plug up many of the 
holes shot in OPA’s authority by 
the House. 

“Insatiable” Human Wants. 

William K. Jackson of Boston, 
vice president of the United Fruit 
Co. who is slated to be elected 
president of the C. of C., Thurs- 
day, said in his keynote speech 
that “human wants appear to be 
insatiable. ... It is inconceivable 
to me that we will ever reach the 
stage in the visible future when 
we will not want more and more 
production.” 

He urged a strong federal fis- 
cal policy and a balanced budget 
and added, “the instability of the 
dollar is one of the major causes 
of industriai difficulty. The great- 
est cause of labor disturbances 
probably is also the instability of 
the value of the dollar.” 

Secretary of Agriculture Clinton 
P. Anderson told the gathering 
that unless there is “nation-wide 
high productivity and full employ- 
ment” the time will come when

PLOT UNEARTHED TO KILL 
M’ARTHUR ON MAY DAY 


Former Japanese Thought Control Officer 
Sought for Assassination Plan—Scheme 
Revealed by Associate. 


TOKYO, April 30 (AP) — Gen. 


Douglas MacArthur was marked 
for assassination tomorrow— May 
day—“some time during Commu- 
nistic demonstrations” near ~— his 
headquarters, his office announced 
today. . 

American aythorities learned of 
the assassination plot through one 
of the participants that Hided 
Tokayama, the accused but un- 
apprehended leader, attempted to 
poison, said Brig. Gen. Frayne 
Baker, MacArthur's public rela- 
tions officer. 

The Japanese Government offi- 
cially presented its apologies at 
MacArthur’s office as reports of 
the plot stirred Japanese fears of 
harsher occupation policies. 

Kyuchi Tokuda, general secre- 
tary of the Communist party, 
quickly said the Communists 
weren't involved and added, “We 
have absolutely no reason to do 
away with Gen. MacArthur.” 

Tokayama, former kempeitai 
(thought control police) officer 


who later became a kamikaze (sui- 
cide) pilot, was known to possess 
grenades and pistols, Baker said. 
He was engaged for some time in 
preliminary arrangements to “en- 
list assistance” in a plot to Kill 
MacArthur,.a headquarters state- 
ment added, and had accumulated 
140,000 yen ($9333) for the purpose. 


“At one time in his negotiations 
he attempted to kill, by putting 
poison in his coffee, one of the 
plotters because he felt this man 
would fail,” the announcement 
said, “Fortunately, the poison was 
not immediately fatal. He was 
taken by the Japanese police to an 
American hospital, where through 
experienced assistance he was re- 
vived and detailed parts of the 
plot.” 

The informant, not identified by 
headquarters, will be kept in 
custody as one of the original 
plotters, Baker said. Japanese

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OPA BOOSTS RYE BREAD PRICE 
2 CENTS FOR ONE-POUND LOAF 


Official Says Ceiling on White 
Variety May Also +ro Up 
Soon. 
WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 
—OPA today increased retail 
prices for most rye bread’? cents 
a one-pound loaf. An official said 


housewives soon May pa more 
for white bread and other kinds. 
Bakers are seeking an increase of 
a cent a one-pound loaf on other 
than rye bread. 

The rye bread hike of 2 cents, 
effective immediately, pushes re- 
tail prices to 11 and 12 cents for 
most one-pound loaves. It will 
remain in effect at least until 
June 30 when OPA will re- 
examine bakers’ costs to deter- 
mine whether the higher ceilings 
should be continued. 

Ceilings on rye grain do not be- 
come effective until June 1. 
OPA said rye bread bakers “have 
been squeezed between sharply ad- 
vancing rye prices and bread 
ceilings.” 

The rye bread increase is sub- 
ject to the limitation that whole- 
sale ceilings may not exceed 12 
cents a loaf. This means that re- 
tail prices will not be changed in 
the case of rye bread now selling 
at wholesale for 12 or more cents 
a loaf. 


[RUMAN REVERSES POPULAR 
PRACTICE, GETS AN AUTOGRAPH 


Has New Commander of Army 
and Navy Legion of Honor 
Sign Brochure for Him. 
WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 

President Truman reversed 
things today and got the auto- 
graph of the new national com- 
mander of the Army and Navy 
Legion of Valor, Leon Dombrow- 
ski of Williamsville, N. Y. 
Truman, who usually is on the 
receiving end of requests for 
autographs asked Dombrowski to 
sign for him a brochure on the 
57-year history of the legion. 
Membership is restricted to 
winners of the Congressional 
Medal of Honor, Distinguished 
Service Cross or certain Navy 
crosses, 

Dombrowski and three other 
members of the organization had 
called at the White House to in- 
vite Truman to a legion reunion 
at Buffalo July 21-to 24. They said 
the Chief Executive did not think 
he could make it. 


VICTORY LOAN BONDS DROP 
SHARPLY IN HEAVY TRADING 


NEW YORK, April 30 (AP)— 
Victory loan bonds tumbled $10 
per $1000 bond before late support 
steadied the price in the bond 
market today. 

The December 2%s, due in 1972, 
broke at one time to $1027.50 per 
$1000 bond. The issue, sold by 
the government in November at 
par, closed at $1029.69 for a net 
loss of $7.81. 

Business in government issues 
on the Stock Exchange was the 
largest since late 1939. 

Observers associated the drop 
with operations of speculative in- 
terests.

IIDELANDS BILL 
UNLY WAY TOEND 
NOW, SAYS REPORT 


Senate Committee Asserts 


Delay for Court Deci- 
sion Would Cloud Issue 


for Years.

WASHENGTON, April 30 (AP) 
—Passage of the tidelands oil bill 


is urged by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee as the “only way to set 
at rest permanently” a state-fed- 
eral controversy over ownership of 
submerged lands, 

The committee voted 8 to 6 last 
Tuesday its approval of the House- 
passed bill. Its report, submitted 
by Chairman McCarran (Dem), 
Nevada, was made public yester- 
day. 

The bill would surrender to the 
states any federal claim to owner- 
ship of tidelands and lands be- 
neath navigable waters within 
state boundaries; including filled 
lands. 

Committee Report. 

“It (the bill) does not, in the 
opinion of the committee, give 
away anything to which the 
United States has any justifiable 
claim,” the report said, “but mere- 
ly removes a cloud from the judi- 
cially established title of the states 
and their grantees, causéd by the 
assertion of claim by certain fed- 
eral administrative officials.” 

“In 54 decisions over a period 
of 100 years, the Supreme Court 
of the United States has held that 
the ownership of lands beneath 
navigable waters lies in the states 
and in those to whom the states 
have granted them. There is no 
decision to the contrary by any 
court in the nation.... 

“It is certainly unjust to allow 
the title to all lands under navi- 
gable waters to remain clouded 
for many years while the Supreme 
Court is deciding the fifty-fifth 
case of a series on this subject 
when the Congress can, and in 
good equity should, end all clouds 
by adopting this resolution. 

“Tremendous postwar develop- 
ments involving millions of dollars 
are being delayed until this mat- 
ter is settled.” 

\ Rejects Ickes’s Proposal. 

The committee described as 
“untenable” a suggestion by 
former Secretary of Interior Har- 
old L. Ickes and others that 
Congress should not act while a 
test suit claimine federal owner- 
ship of lands off the California 
coast was pending in the Supreme 
Court. It noted that the bill w&s 
passed by the House a month be- 
fore the Supreme Court su‘t was 
filed and added: 

“Congress should not permit it- 
self to be embarrassed in its con- 
sideration of legislation by the 
subsequent institution of judicial 
proceedings by another branch of 
the Federal Government. 

“There is no reason to believe 
one more decision will prevent 
some other official from trying 
to reopen the question in some 


other state with respect to some 
other Jand.” 


U.S. Seeks Size System to Make 
Hand-Me-Downs Perfect Fits 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP)— 
Government experts are seeking 
the perfect clothing fit, and some 
day Americans—any age, shape or 
form—may énter a clothes shop, 
quote a number and emerge, min- 
utes later, with just what the well- 
fitted customer should wear. 

Mansfield Lonie, technologist for 
the Bureau of Standards, says the 
new size system abandons age 
completely. With figures on 147,- 
000 children, the planners decided 
a new child’s size was justified for 
every eight pounds in weight and 
two inches in height. 

This results in a size two for a 
child of 25 and one-half months: 
size three for a 37-month-old and 
size four for a customer aged four 
years and two months. 


After a year’s work the project 


is completed as far as children 
up to 7 and girls, 7 to 14. If 65 
per cent of the manufacturers of 
sizes two to six and seven to 14 
approve, the system is in. 

The planners will take up boys’ 
sizes, from two to 20. Then will 
come teen-age girls, and after 
that men’s and women’s sizes, 

Lonie knows better than to try 
to lure women away from the 
flattering 10 to 20 size range. The 
pleasant-sounding numbers. will 
be kept, but with extra sizes scat- 
tered between, all based on what 
Lonie calls the “bust-hip relation- 
ship.”

SCHACHT SAYS 

He FOUND MANY 
GOOD ThINGS IK

NUERNBERG, April 30 (UP)— 
White-haired Hjalmar Schacht 
told the war crimes court today 
that when the Nazis sold him on 
their program, he saw no signs of 
“criminal intentions” in it, but 
instead approved many of its ob- 
jectives, | 

Schacht’s turn to defend himself 
came after Julius Streicher’s tes- 


timony was completed. 

The wizard of Nazi finance, 
credited with laying a good part 
of the economic foundation of 
Nazism, was blanched with prison 
pallor.. His blue suit flopped 
loosely on his bent frame. 

He pictured himself as a busi- 
ness man drawn into the Nazi 
orbit by the good things he saw 
in Adolf Hitler’s plans and blinded 
to their criminal potentialities. 

He said the Nazi successes in 
the 1930 Reichstag election in- 
spired him to read “Mein Kampf” 
and the party program while he 
was visiting relatives and lectur- 
ing in the United States. In the 
lectures he warned that if other 
countries did not change their 
policies, Hitler would gather more 
and more followers. 

Schacht met Hermann Goering 
at a dinner party in 1931, he said. 
He was not “exceptionally im- 
pressed,” but agreed to meet 
Hitler. ° 

At their session Hitler “talked 
about 95 per cent of the time,” 
Schacht said. 

“He expressed good thoughts 
on social matters. He wanted to 
avoid strikes, lockouts and labor 
disputes by state intervention, not 
excluding private enterprise but 
guiding it. This seemed to us 
acceptable. 

“Hitler showed no knowledge of 
financial and economic questions. 
He asked that we have an under- 
standing sympathy for these 
ideas.” 

Disavowing any perception of 
signs of criminal intent in the 
Nazi program, Schacht said that 
on the other hand he supported 
the lebensraum theory, unifica- 
tion and self‘determination for 
the Germans, and limitations of 
Jewish economy, 

In the field of foreign policy, he 
said, the Nazi program as he knew 
it called only for equality with 
other nations. Of the living space 
objective, he said: 

“T can see no criméiin that. I 
dlways have considered the de- 
mand for colonies necessary, long 
before National Socialism came 
into existerfce.” 

He said he opposed the Ver- 
sailles treaty “because of its eco- 
nomic nonsense,” but did not con- 
sider that criminal since many 
Americans opposed the _ treaty 
“and I wouldn’t accuse the United 
States of adhering to Nazi ide- 
ology.” 

He said he supported and 
helped to plan Germany’s rearma- 
ment, but only, he thought, for 
defense. 

He said that after 1938 he de- 
cided “only violence could crush 
violence” and began his active 
plotting against the Nazis. 

Schacht attacked the “credibil- 
ity and reliaWMlity” of George Mes- 
sersmith, prewar United States 
Consul General in Berlin. In a 
prosecution affidavit, Messersmith 
had said Schacht, in frequent 
talks with him, told him of the 
ageressive intentions of the Nazis. 

“IT never said anything like that 
to Messersmith or to anyone else,” 
Schacht testified. “I saw him 
only two or three times in my 
whole life. I don’t recall seeing

OPA TO EASE RULES ON MEN'S 
SUITS TO INDUCE DELIVERIES 


Will Boost Maximum Average 
Price to Allow More Higher 
Cost Clothing. 
WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP)— 
OPA, seeking to prevent any in- 
terruption in deliveries of men’s 
suits, expects to announce shortly 
a liberalized price regulation on 
these garments, Officials said to- 
day the agency would ease its 
criticized maximum average price 

order as it applies to suits. 

A clothing industry official 
warned reecntly thta unless this 
was done, manufacturers would be 
forced to halt suit shipments be- 
ginning tomorrow, 

The new order will take Into 
account price ceiling adjustments 
authorized by OPA last March. 
The effect of this will be to give 
manufacturers a higher maximum 
average price. This means that 
producers will be permitted to de- 
liver more high-price line mer- 
chandise, but it will not change 
existing price ceilings on indi- 
vidual garments,

Destroyer Escort Com- 
plete Loss—New York 
Bay Munition Ware- 
house Razed. 


EARLE, N. J., April 30 (AP)— 
The destroyer escort U.S.8. Solar 
was virtually demolished today by 
three explosions which destroyed 
an ammunition warehouse and 
blew a huge gaping hole in an 
Earle naval depot loading pier on 
lower New Yorrk bay. " 

A navy spokesman here said one 
officer and seven enlisted men 
were reported missing, but there 
were no known dead. The spokes- 
man estimated 80 injured, most 
of them suffering minor burns, 
but explained the casualty list 


was not complete. 

The Solar, which was described 
as a “complete loss,” was taking 
water late this afternoon and 
listing, but was buoyed up par- 
tially by halters. 

Eight sailors, who leaped into 
the water when the first blast 
occurred at 11:45 a.m., were res- 
cued. A railroad car, loaded with 
ammunition was blown up. Am- 
munition was being unloaded at 
the time. 

Resultant fire on the ship and 
pier was extinguished after an 
hour’s battle. 

The wounded were taken to the 
Earle depot post hospital and Fort 
Hancock hospital, as well as to 
municipal hospitals in the area. 

The third naval district head- 
quarters in New York said most 
personnel got clear after the first 
explosion, which was moderate. A 
second explosion, was of major 
violence and demolished a lighter 
across the pier which extends two 
and one-half miles into the bay. 
Other vessels were hauled out into 
the bay. 

Windows were broken in a large 
area of Monmouth county. ~ 

The Solar, named for botswain’s 
mate first class Adolfo Solar of 
Philadelphia, who was killed at 
Pearl] Harbor, was launched at 
Philadelphia Navy yard May 29. 
The Solar was tied un at the pier 
this morning. It cost $3,500,000 
and was commanded by Lt. 
Comdr. G. R. LaRocque of Kanka- 
kee, Il. 

The depot, built by the Navy in 
1943 at a cost of $60,000,000, is the 
largest in the East and has been 
continuing since the end of the 
war as a permanent naval instal- 
lation, 

The depot, with a storage ca- 
pacity for 250,000 tons of ammuni- 
tion, is nine miles from the pier.

NEW YORK, April 30 (AP)—| 


The first investigating subcommit- 
tee of the United Nations Securi- 


ty Council began compiling evi- 
dence in secrecy today to deter- 
mine whether Franco Spain men- 
aces the peace as charged by Po- 
land. 

In the first phase of an inquiry 
authorized yesterday by a resolu- 
tion carrying the Council's “unani- 
mous moral condemnation” of the 
Franco Government, the five-mem- 
ber subcommittee disclosed it was 
committed to keep certain sub- 
mitted documents confidential. It 
did not disclose the sources of 
these documents. 

The subcommittee, which is to 
port back not later than May 31, 
called first for data on Spain now 
in the hands of the United States 
and other United Nations. This 
will be supplemented by additional 
evidence, including that of Span- 
ish republican leaders exiled in 
Paris. There was no indication 
that Spain would offer any infor- 
mation, 

It was probable that the Soviet 
Union would submit new evidence. 
Shortly after the subcommittee 
was named by the Council on a

MOSCOW, April 30 (AP)—The

She Says Chicago Advertising Man Agreed 


in 1937 to Pay Her $1000 a Month 
for Life. 


CHICAGO, April 30 (AP) — 
Charles W. Wrigley, 73 years old, 
Chicago advertising man, testified 
yesterday that for six years he 
paid hotel bills of a 53-year-old 
former hat check woman who 
seeks $523,139 from him in a 
breach of contract suit. 

The woman, Mrs, Iris Gardner, 
formerly of St. Louis, filed 
suit three years ago against Wrig- 
ley, a brother of the late William 
Wrigley Jr.. gum manufacturer. 

She testified in the Superior 
Court trial that Wrigley orally 
agreed in October 1937 to pay 
her $1000 a month for the rest of 
her life and set up a trust fund of 
$150,000 payable to her in event 
of his death. She said he ceased 
payments in May, 1943. 

Wrigley, in testimony before a 
jury of nine women and three 
men, denied making the contract, 
but said he paid her hotel bill of 
$150 monthly and other incidental 
expenses.

He said he met Mrs. Gardner 
in 1926, when she came to his of- 
fice, and in 1937 saw her daily 
while she was a hat check at- 
tendant. Later, he testified, he 
had lunch occasionally in her ho- 
tel apartment and took her to 
night clubs “a couple of times.” 

Mrs. Gardner, a widow, con- 
tended In her suit that she gave 
up “her most frugiferous (fruit- 
ful) years” in acting as a social 
companion and business aid, 

She testified under questioning 
by her attorney that Wrigley had 
told her, “You are the girl I’ve 
been looking for. You are intelli- 
gent, personable and can carry on 
a conversation. I would like to 
have you help me socially and in 
business. I'd like to have you 
help me.” 


Mrs. Gardner.lived at 5519 South 
Broadway before moving to Chi- 
cago in 1937. She filed suit against 
Wrigley there Sept. 16, 1943.

The council's commmitte sug- 
gested that in drafting a new 
zoning ordinance, “there should be 
constant meetings between repre- 
sentatives of property owners and 
city officials so that when the 
final draft is presented, it will 
have the strongest possible public 
support.”

The meeting of the council, 
which was held at the North Side 
Y.M.C.A., was addressed by 
Claude M. Gray, vice president 
and operating manager of the St.

[MOTION TO DISMISS $200,000 
INFORMER’S SUIT OVERRULED 


An invitation to increase the 
price of tile in the construction 
of the St. Louis Ordnance Plant 
in 1941 “was consistent with 
wrong-doing,” United States Dis- 
trict Judge Rubey M,. Hulen ob- 
served yesterday in ruling that 
he has jurisdiction to try a $200,- 
000 informer’s suit for damages 
against three construction com- 
panies and two tile firms. 

. Judge Hulen overruled a mo- 
tion to dismiss the suit and found 
that he had jurisdiction on the 
showing at a recent hearing that 
Gordon R. Coates, a tile dealer, 
had furnished the Department of 
Justice with information it did 
not have when the action was in- 
stituted in 1943. 

The defendants petitioned for

the Council. 

The Spanish republicans ex-

which recognizes the Spanish ex- 
jles in Paris as the government 
of Spain.

Bonnet; Brazil—Dr. Pedro Leao 
Velloso; and Poland — Dr. Oscar

Hasluck said most of the sub- 
committee sessions in the early 
stages, including the first formal 
meeting tomorrow afternoon, 
would be in private but that com- 
muniques would be issued regu- 
larly. “It will be necessary to 
have some secret sessions because 
of commitments to sources to keep 
documents submitted confidential,” 
he explained.

STREICHER CHARGE 
STRICKEN BY COURT 


By RICHARD L. STOKES

NUERNBERG, April 30 (By 
Radio)—On the motion of the 
chief United States prosecutor, 
Justice Robert H. Jackson, the in- 
ternational military tribunal today 
expunged from the record passages 
in the testimony of Julius 
Streicher in which it was alleged 
that the defendant was subjected 
to barbarous treatment by Amer- 
ican soldiers after his capture in 
1945. 


Dr. Hans Marx, attorney for 
Streicher, whom the former 
gauletier of Franconia once threw 
into jail as an anti-Nazi, stepped 
to the microphone and said in his 
Opinion passages in question were 
“totally irrelevant” to the editor 
of Der Stuermer, 

This desertion by his own coun- 
sel left the defendant unmoved. 
He continued impassively to 
champ on a wad of chewing gum, 
He had already won his point— 
which was to broadcast the 
charges in the world press. 

Streicher had testified that the 
cruelties visited upon him rivaled 
anything imputed to the Gestapo. 
He was thrown in a cell, he de- 
clared, kept four days without 
clothing and was beaten and 
loaded with chains. 

Two Negro soldiers and a white 
American officer, he said, com- 
pelled him to kiss their feet, spat 
in his face and pried open his 
lips with a stick so they could 
spit in his mouth. 

On account of redeployment, 
said Justice Jackson, it would be 
difficult to disprove the accusa- 
tions and yet “they are not pretty 
charges to leave in this court’s 
record for all time without chal- 
lenge.” 

The presiding magistrate, Lord 
Justice Sir Geoffrey Lawrence, 
ruled that the statements should 
be stricken out on the ground that 
they were “not merely irrelevant, 
but highly improper and had been 
so aeknowledged by the defend- 
ant’s counsel.” 


It was the Jews who were re- 
sponsible for Streicher’s infamous 
collection of pornographic pic- 
tures and literature, according to 
his principal subeditor on Der 
Stuermer, Ernst Heiner, who testi- 
fied this morning. He said it 
consisted chiefly of material seized 
by the police from Jewish dwell- 
ings. “It was in no sense Streich-

er’s personal collection,” declared 


the witness, “It was part of the 
newspaper’s archives. Streicher 
never read the books and kept 
them under lock and key. If Ger- 
many had won the war it was 
Streicher’s purpose to install the 
material in » museum as a record 
of Jewish sexual depravity. And 
Streicher got only what was not 
wanted by Alfred Rosenberg, di- 
rector of the institute for the 
study of the Jewish problem.” 


TOM CLARK FOR DIVESTITURE 
OF TRUSTS, NOT INJUNCTIONS 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP)— 
Attorney General Tom Clark said 
at a press conference yesterday 
that in future antitrust cases he 
will favor divestiture rather than 
injunction procedure. 


“Divestiture is the best way to 
break the big monopolies,” Clark 
said, adding: “By this procedure 
we separate an industry into 
smaller groups while an injunc- 
tion against antitrust violations 
requires continual policing of an 
industry.”

ARMY T0 ADOPT NEW POLICY 
ON NEGRO SOLDIER PROBLEMS 


NEW YORK, April 30 (AP)— 
Secretary of War Patterson said 
yesterday the recommendations of 
a survey board which investigated 
Negro problems in the Army 
would be put into operation and 
would result in “a better and more 
efficient army.” Patterson said the 
War Department survey board 
was critical of the Army in the 
early days of the war and had 
recommended corrections. 

Patterson, who spoke at a lunch- 
eon, said, “I think this develop- 
ment in the Army will be evi- 
denced in the daily affairs of the 
nation. It seems to me it can be 
likened as a movement toward a 
more perfect democracy.” 

The survey board, in a report 
nearly two months ago, recom- 
mended that Negro soldiers be as- 
signed to both combat and service 
units in the same proportion as 
their percentage of the civilian 
population It said that Negroes 
should not be organized into large 
groups, such as an infantry divi- 
sion, but into units no larger than 
an infantry regiment, about 3000 
men. It also urged that Negro of- 
ficerg be given higher opportuni- 
ties.

Two St. Louisans, Joseph Cohen 
and John Harry McGough, were 
under arrest today in Memphis, 
Tenn.,, on charges of interstate 
transportation of stolen automo- 
biles.

A scrapbook kept by Myron 
Ticknor, largely containing adver- 
tisements from Illinois, Missouri 
and western newspapers which 
were published from 1857 to 1865, 
has been obtained by the St. Louis 
Public. Library for $10 from a 
Springfield, O., dealer. The pur- 
chase was made from the George

U.S. TRAFFIC DEATH 
RATE NEARLY UP TO 
RECORD ’41 FIGURE 


8120 Killed in First Three 
Months of Year, 2 Pct. 
Below Peak. 


CHICAGO, April 30 (AP)— 
America’s traffic fatality rate is 
almost back to its peak pre-war 
level, the National Safety Council 
reported yesterday. 

In the first three months of this 
year, 8120 persons were killed in 
motor vehicle accidents, the coun- 
cil said, compared with the record 
of 8250 for the corresponding 
period in 1941, the past pre-war 
year, 

On the basis of present figures 
and seasonal trends, the council 
estimated 38,000 persons would die 
in automobile accidents this year. 
The all-time high of 39,969 was re- 
corded in 1941. 

“Something must be done at 
once to halt this needless slaugh- 
ter,” said Ned H. Dearborn, presi- 
dent of the council. 


The council reported that the 
2670 deaths in March represented 
an increase of 39 per cent over the 
same month last year, and that 
the total for three months of 1946 
was up 44 per cent from last year. 
The report listed 12 fewer deaths 
in St. Louis than in the compara- 
ble three months of 1945.

The committee, headed by John 
L. Hennessy, an executive of the 
Statler hotel chain, was appointed 
shortly after V-J day. Its survey 
covered the period from Sept. 4 
to Oct. 29, 1945. In the course of 
its investigation, it visited some 
42 Army posts in'the United States. 


In releasing the report, the War 
Department said that steps al- 
ready had been taken to correct 
some of the conditions criticized 
by the experts, especially food 
spoilage and overstocking. The 
Department noted that the latter 
conditions had developed during 
the demobilization period. 

To improve Army food manage- 
ment and handling, the committee 
recommended that pay rates and 
working conditions be made more 
attractive “to compensate for the 
hard work and long hours.” It 
specifically proposed an_ extra 
dollar a day for K.P. duty. 

In regard to the preparation of 
food, the committee said that “in 
many messes sanitary conditions 
are inexcusably sub-standard.” 

The committee said that “in our 
observation foodstocks held at 
most posts, particularly -dry gro- 
ceries, are substantially in excess 
of the 45-day maximum authorized 
by the War Department.” 

It added thct “regional depots 
had made forcer issue of quanti- 
ties of unneeded commodities, 
such as sugar, flour, canned -fruit 
juices and other canned goods and 
that market centers similarly had 
over-shipped to posts supplies of 
vegetables, butter, cheese and 


meat; all this in a pe1‘od of criti- 
cel civilian shortages.” 

The committee also criticized in- 
ventory procedures. 

“Lack of proper control in req- 
uisition and distribution of post 
stocks is resulting in a serious 
loss of food,” the committee said. 
I’ cited spot check discoveries of 
500,000 pounds of flour badly in- 
fes‘ed with weevils, 10,000 pounds 
of wwormy dried fruits, 14,000 
pounds of musty or mildewed 
macaroni,

It found serious losses, princi- 
pally in perishable supplies, be- 
cause of improper storage prac- 
tices.

Detailed Charges Against Franco; 
sir samuel Hoare Lists Dates and 
Places of Active Help to Germans 
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neutral Activities. 


Military Aid, Release of Critical War Sup- 
plies and Numerous Acts of Sabotage

with Franco in order to put before him very clearly the causes of our 


grave discontent with his regime.

I found there the usual] atmosphere of complete unconcern. Before 
me in the beautiful room, bright with the colors of Spanish tapestries 
and carpets, sat the Caudillo and Jordana (the Spanish Foreign Min- 
ister), both of them so small that their feet often dangled from their 
chairs. When the Caudillo spoke, it was once again in the still small 
voice of a family doctor who wished to reassure an excited patient. 


“On my side I did my best to 
resist this blanketing movement 
and paragraph by paragraph I 
went through the folldwing de- 
thiled notes. I give the notes at 
length as each of the complaints 
that were made in them, particu- 
larly that about wolfram, had 
many repercussions in subsequent 
months. 

“It is now several months since, 
upon the instructions of my Gov- 
ernment, I brought to the notice 
of Gen. Franco certain urgent 
questions that were compromising 
good relations between Spain and 
Great Britain. Since then, events 
in the world have been moving 
fast and signs have been evident 
that they will move even faster 
in the near future. So far as 
Anglo-Spanish relations are con- 
cerned, my Government have 
noted with satisfaction an im- 
provement in certain directions, 
and in particular they are grate- 
ful to the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs for his undoubted sincer- 
ity in attempting to carry out the 
Spanish Government’s policy of 
neutrality. 

“The Blue Division has been 
withdrawn from the Russian 
front, a more neutral attitude has 
been adopted in the Spanish press, 
and certain steps have been taken 
in other directions, both economic 
and political, to bring the attitude 
of the Spanish Government more 
fully into accord with Gen. Fran- 
co's recent declarations of neu- 
trality. 

“Whilst, however, His Majesty’s 
Government: are ready to give 
credit to these recent develop- 
ments, they cannot avoid bring- 
ing to Gen. Franco’s attention 
certain grave infringements of 
the Spanish policy of neutrality 
that, if not promptly and effec- 
tively remedied, will endanger 
good relations between the two 
countries and force them to re- 
consider their polfty towards 
Spain. 

Three Major Questions. 

“My Government has instructed 
me to draw Gen. Franco's special 
attention to three questions that 
are causing them serious disquiet. 
There are, indeed, other ques- 
tions, such as the question of the 
detention of the Italian ships and 
the attacks on Allied consular of- 
fices that are also very sérious. 
His Majesty's Government are, 
however, not attempting on this 
occasion to set out in detail all 
their causes of complaint, but 
rather to emphasize the gravity 
of the three principal questions 
that are causing them anxiety. 

“1, WOLFRAM — The first is 
the question of the new facill- 
ties that are being given to tne 
German Government for the pur- 
chase of wolfram, Wolfram’ is 
one of the commodities most need- 
ed by the German Government 
for the prosecution and prolonga- 
tion of war. It was on this ac- 
count that His Majesty's Govern- 
ment gave their full support to 
the request made by the Govern- 
ment of the United States for an 
embargo upon the export of wolf- 
ram from Spain. 

“As a result, the two Allied 
governments were informed by 
the Spanish Government that 
the question was under con- 
sideration, Yet, before the Allied 
governments had received any 
answer to their representations, 
they discovered that the Span- 
ish Government was providing 
the German Government with 
new and extensive facilities for 
purchasing wolfram upon a 
larger scale than had been pos- 
sible for many months past. 

“The two other questions which 
His Majesty’s Government de 

sire to emphasize with Gen. 
Franco himself are, first the cir- 
cumstances connected with the 
withdrawal of the Blue Division, 
and secondly, the unabated ac- 
tivities of German espionage and 
sabotage agents upon Spanish 
territory.

“THE BLUE DIVISION. As to 
the withdrawal of the Blue Divi- 
sion, I was given to understand 
by the Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, and his statements were 
confirmed by the Ministry of War 
to the British military attache, 
-that it was intended to leave be- 
hind in Germany only a very lim- 
ited number of genuine volun- 
teers, who would cease to be a 
part of the Spanish military 
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forces, would wear German uni- 
forms, be maintained as a part 
of the Germany army, and organ- 
ized by Germans on the lines of 
a foreign legion. 

“When I received this infor- 
mation, I warned the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs against the 
danger of propaganda-and pres- 
sure being applied to induce 
Spaniards to enlist in the le- 
gion. I was assured that no 
such pressure would be applied, 
and my military attache was 
further informed at the Minis- 
try of War that only a few hun- 
dred Spanish volunteers were 
likely to remain in Germany and 
that these few hundred would 
be absorbed into the German 
army as a foreign legion. 

“In view of these assurances, 
His Majesty’s Government have 
been gravely disturbed to hear 
that the Falange party is al- 
ready enlisting men up to a 
figure of 2000; that pressure ts 
evidently contemplated for in- 
suring this number; that levies 
are to be made for the purpose 
twice a year and that the unit 
is to be officially known as 
‘The Spanish Legion.’ 


“His Majesty’s Government have, 
at the same time, learned that no 
orders have yet been given for 
the withdrawal of the Spanish air- 
force unit on the Russian front, a 
unit that it should be remembered 
is an integral part of the Spanish 
air force. My Government have 
instructed me to say that if a 
Spanish legion is permitted to be 
enlisted on the lines of the recent 
circular issued by the Falange 
party, and if the air unit continues 
to remain on the eastern front, 
the good effect created by the 
withdrawal of the Blue Division 
will be obliterated and the Span- 
ish Government's policy of neu- 
trality frustrated. ; 
“My Government therefore ask 
to be reassured that a Spanish le- 
gion is not to be formed upon the 
lines described in the Party’s cir- 
cular and that the air unit is to 
be immediately withdrawn.

With FBI a Dangerous Pattern 


Secret Service 


EDGAR HOOVER, chief of 
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Adm. Sidney Souers is now con- 
sidering an order which would 
have the effect of decapitating 
the strategic services unit, the 
only existing secret service agency, 


and handing over its functions to 
the FBI. 

The strategic services unit con- 
sists of the “cloak and dagger” 
s-ctions of the defunct Office of 
Strategic Services. It has two 
main branches, SI, or Secret In- 
telligence, and X2, the branch 
which has the responsibility for 
foreign counter-intelligence. 

The order, as now contemplated, 
would call for the complete elirn- 
ination of SI, and the amalgama- 
tion of X2 with the FBI. 

Mass Resignation Likely. 
The seriousness of’this move 
would lie in the fact that the ex- 
perienced administrative and op- 
erating personnel of these two 
sections would leave virtually in 
a body if FBI took over. The 
special skills and _ professional 
knowledge of/the SI and X2 would 
thus be lost to the American in- 
telligence effort. 

Nor is this all. Both SI and X2 
have large and immensely valu- 
able files of intelligence material. 
These files are the result partly 
of their own efforts, and partly 
of their close wartime association 
with the British Secret Intelli- 
gence Service, the French Deux- 
ieme Bureau, and the Polish, 
Dutch, Belgian, Chinese and other 
intelligence services. 

If the SI and X2 men resign— 
and even the messenger boys, ac- 
cording to one informed guess, 
would probably leave—these files 
would lose much of their value. 
Meanwhile the FBI, which has 
had virtually no foreign intelli- 
gence experience except in South 
Anferica, would have to start from 
scratch to buila a foreign clandes- 
tine intelligence organization, 

British Co-operation. 

In starting from scratch, more- 
over, FBI would lack another im- 


with him in August detailed par- 
ticulars about certain of these ac-| 
tivities and that he then informed 
me that, if they were taking place, 
he would have them suppressed as 
being contrary to his policy of 
neutrality. 

“I regret to have to inform him. 
that the accuracy of my Govern- 
ment’s information has‘ been fully 
confirmed, and that although I 
have made repeated representa- 
tions on the subject, these activi- 
ties, so far from having been 
checked, are continuing as aggres- 
sively as ever. 

“In order that Gen. Franco 
should be left in no doubt as to

“Delay in taking preventive 
measures, First, the most ser- 
ious delay almost invariably 
takes place in dealing with cases 
of German espionage and sabo- 
tage. Time after time, I have 
given the Spanish Government 
full particulars about specific 
cases, Yet it has taken months 
and sometimes years before any 
action has been taken, and, in 
the meanwhile, many belligerent 
acts have been committed upon 
Spanish territory against the 
Allies. I will give Gen. Franco 
certain recent examples. 

“The German §8.S. Lipari.— 
For many months past my 
Government has been convinced 
that the German-owned 58S. 
Lipari, lying in Cartagena har- 
bor, was being used as a base 
for sabotage activities. Last 
November I called the particu- 
lar attention of the Spanish

portant advantage which both SI 
and X2 have enjoyed. This is a 
reasonable measure of co-opera- 
tion from the British. The Brit- 
ish, unlike the Americans, have 
practiced the complex art of se- 
cret intelligence for centuries. 
Only their co-operation allowed 
the SI and X2 men to reach a 
professional standard of compe- 
tence during the war. The FBI 
would have no British help, for 
the FBI is by no means popular 
with the British. 

One reason among several is 
that the FBI led the move to force 
British Col. Ellis, who headed the 
British Secret Service here early 
in the war, to leave the country. 
Ellis represented not only the Sec- 
ret Intelligence Service, but M16, 
the counter-espionage organiza- 
tion, SOE (Special Operations 
Executive), MOE (Morale Opera- 
tions Executive) and other 
branches of the British Secret 
Service in this country. He re- 
ported direct to the fabulous Maj. 
Gen. Menzies, head of al] British 
Secret Service, whose name is 
quite unknown to the British pub- 
lic, although he can frequently be 
found holding forth genially in the 
famous White’s Club, in London. 
Ellis’s primary job was the protec- 
tion from sabotage of those fac- 
tories in this country making 
British munitions. The FBI op- 
posed Ellis because his work over- 
lapped with theirs. The British 
Secret Service, like the elephant, 
never forgets. 

Dangerous Pattern. 


There is stil] another aspect of 
the proposal to hand over the 
clandestine intelligence function to 
the FBI which deserves the most 
serious consideration. Before V-J 
day, Maj. Gen. William: Donovan 
submitted a paper to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff recommending an 
independent American intelligence 
agency. The press learned about 
this top secret document, and it 


was widely attacked as a plan for 
an American gestapo. Such accu- 
sations were obviously silly, since 
the proposal included no internal 
security force. 

If the FBI adds to its present 
functions the responsibility for 
esplonage, however, this country 
will in fact have what only such 
nations as Germany, Japan, Spain 
and Russia have heretofore 
boasted, a secret service with the 
responsibility for both foreign es- 
pionage and internal security, and 
with the power of internal arrest. 


No secret service of the demo- 
cratic countries has hag this basic 
power. It would be folly to sug- 
gest that the FBI would in fact 
use its powers as they have been 
used in the totalitarian countries. 
Nevertheless, the pattern would 
be established, and it is a dan- 
gerous pattern. 


It was for this precise reason 
that the forceful Edgar Hoover 
was excluded in the original ex- 
ecutive order prepared by the 
chiefs of the State, War and Navy 
departments, from any participa- 
tion in the central intelligence 
agency except in an advisory ca- 
pacity. Thus it is still quite pos- 
sible that the new functions now 
considered for FBI will not in the 
end be conferred. 
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Allies Get Red 
Plea for Japan 
Food Inquiry 


No Decision Reached 
—Atcheson Says 
It Is Concern of 


ms S. Only. 


TOKYO, April 30 (AP). 

HE four-power Allied council 

today postponed a decision on 

Russia’s proposal to investigate 
JJapan’s food sitation after the 
American member replied, in ef- 
fect, that it was strictly the con- 
cern of Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
and the United States. 

George Atcheson Jr., new coun- 
cil chairman, said bluntly “the 
question of whether the United 
States might send food to other 
countries rather than to Japan is 
entirely outside the council's pur- 
view.” He added it was far better 
for America to send food than 
to send “large numbers of addi- 
tional troops.” 

Food is sent, he noted, to safe- 
guard occupation forces; hence it 
is “connected with military opera- 
tions’—which are solely MacAr- 
thur’s affair. 

“Over and above the paramount 
question of preventing unrest, 
which might create serious mili- 
tary as well as political difficul- 
ties,” he added, “we are under a 
moral obligation to do what we 
can to prevent hunger and star- 
vation in this country.” 

W. McMahon Ball, of Australia, 
the British Commonwealth mem- 
ber, had suggested that discussion 
of the food problem be advanced 
to the top of the council’s agenda 
because of “the topical importance 
of the subject.” Neither he nor 
China’s representative disap- 
proved a Russian proposal that a 
committee study the matter, al- 
though Atcheson remarked that 
“for technical reasons” he could 
not participate. There remained 
a possibility that Russian, British 
and Chinese members might pro- 
ceed with their own investigation. 

“IT feel that the food problem 
in Japan is part of the world prob- 
lem and cannot be considered by 
itself,” Ball told the’council. He 
emphasized that “I am not sug- 
gesting starvation or reduced ra- 
tions as a penalty for the Japa- 
nese.” 


London-New York Press Rate Cut. 

LONDON, April 30 (AP)—The 
Commercial Cable Co. has an- 
mounced a_ reduction of three 
farthings (one and a half cents) 
a word in its London to New York 
rate for press telegrams. The new 
rate will be one penny-three 
farthings (three cents and a half) 
a word.

Army Deficit Resulting in Russian 
Domination in Occupation of Reich 


Chamber Acted in Face of Estimates of 37% 
Pct. Deficiency in Military Needs if Draft 
Is Discontinued and Fact Has Expected 
Effect on Volunteers, He Says.

All responsible individuals have agreed that these requirements 
are essential to fulfill our national commitments. 


There is likewise 


general agreements that these numbers cannot be assured by volun- 


tary enlistment alone. 


There is some difference of 
opinion over the extent of the 
deficit if voluntary enlistment is 
the only means left to the Army 
of getting its manpower require- 
ments. That there will be a 
deficit there is no doubt in the 
mind of anyone who has really 
studied the problem. 


The extent of tne deficit de- 
pends on the rate at which vol- 
untary enlistments continue. If 
these go on about as they are 
now, there will be a deficit of 
165,000 men on July 1, 1947,— 
about 15 per cent below the re- 
quired level. If, however, Se- 
lective Service is discontinued, 
and this fact has the effect on 
voluntary enlistments which in- 
formed observers anticipate, 
the manpower deficit on July 
1, 1947, will be anywhere from 
336,000 to 400,000 men—the lat- 
ter being Gen. Hershey’s esti- 
mate, and Gen. Hershey is in 
a position to make a pretty 
good guess. That means a defi- 
cit of 37 per cent of the Army’s 
needs, which are, it should 
hardly be necessary to add, the 
nation’s needs, 


The Military Affairs Committee 
of the House of Representatives, 
faced with these facts, tried to 
dodge its responsibilities by re- 
porting out a bill which is wholly 
useless to the Army and which 
in effect passes the buck to the 
President to decide for or against 
restoration of the draft after a 
five-month enforced “holiday.” 
The effect of this bill, which has 
been passed by the House and 
now goes to the Senate, would be 
disastrous. 


First, it would permanently 
stop induction of young men in 
the 18-19 year age brackets. Since 
these are almost the only men 
now available, resumption of the 
draft after five months would 


have little meaning. Only about 
60,000 men could be obtained. The 


manpower pool of the nation Is 
dry and the House bill cuts off 
the spring which feeds it, 

Second, it would require the im- 
mediate discharge of all inductees 
after 18 months of service. The 
War Department hopes to reach 
this standard for discharge of in- 
ductees gradually, probably in the 
fall of this year. To require its 
immediate application would pro- 
duce a definite shortage of 130.- 
000 men on July 1, 1946. In other 
words, the House bill starts creat- 
ing manpower shortages imme- 
diately and presents the Army 
with a new problem in its esti- 
mates and plans. 


Third, the general effect of the 
House bill is a declaration by Con- 
gress that there is no longer any 
necessity or obligation to serve 
in the armed forces: that we can 
settle back comfortably and just 
relax. The effect of this, quite 
aside from any other considera- 
tion, on voluntary enlistments can 
only be imagined. 

The House bill is clearly a gam- 
ble with our national needs and 
commitments. The impression it 
produces on the world will be that 
of an American people whose 
representatives are unwilling to 
face up to their responsibilities, 
Small nations who look to Amer- 
ica as their last hope of protec- 
tion will be sadly discouraged; for 
they know that the United Na- 
tions is not a force in itself, but 
is no stronger than its members, 
and they know from bitter experi- 
ence that the world has not yet 
progressed to a point where moral 
force unsupported by armed might 
has any great protective power. 

Considers Army of Occupation. 


Consider, for example, the sit- 
uation in Germany. There we 
have a cgnsiderable Army of Oc- 
cupation. That Army can only be 
maintained at its full strength— 
the strength adequate to the dis-

GI Loan Denied 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A few months ago, an information of- 
ficer in the assembly area in France ad- 
dressed a group of combat men who 
were being processed for shipment to 
the United States. “On loans for busi- 
ness or farms,” he said, “the Government 
will back half the amount borrowed up 
to $4000 and will stand good for $2000 
of any loan regardless of the amount if 
the proposed business is considered rea- 
sonably safe. The interest must not be 
more than 4 per cent and the Govern- 
ment will pay the interest on the guar- 
anteed portion for a year. The Govern- 
ment will also guarantee the veteran a 
net income of $25 per week” (for one 
year after discharge.—Editor’s note). 

The soldiers left the lecture hal) con- 
fident that a good future awaited them 
on the other side of the ocean. There 
have been numerous changes in the GI 
Bill of Rights since that time, most of 
which make the whole idea look even 
better than the plan promised the men. 

Yesterday, a veteran walked into a 
Missouri bank. He had found a partner 
willing to pay half to buy a business, 
but the veteran needed a loan for his 
half. Here is what he was told: The 
bank knew nothing about the GI bill. It 
considered the interest rate and the 
time of payment required by the GI bill 
as unsatisfactory and would not con- 
sider the $25 per week as part of the 
' #ncome of the business for the first year. 
It would consider giving a loan payable 
fin five years at 8 per cent interest. Up- 
on further investigation, the bank de- 
cided that because the veteran was un- 
known, it would be impossible to give 
him a loan at all. 

The veteran found out later that there 
had been only a half-dozen GI Joans for 
businesses given in the entire State of 
Missouri, and that it was impossible to 
get one if your position was such that 
you needed Government backing. 

Suppose the soldier had said: “No, 
the risk is too great and the pay too 
low. We can’t go over and fight.”

Under these circumstances, Lewis's promise to 
Secretary Schwellenbach to meet with the coal 
operators today is a minute concession. It 
looks like an aat of noblesse oblige. The mon- 
arch of the mine union is being temporarily kind 
to the United States Government. But he seems 
no more ready to attempt sincere collective bar- 
gaining than he has been during the last 19 days 
of arbitrary refusal to talk, or than he ever was. 

The situation has left President Truman “con- 
cerned.” Reconversion Director Snyder indicates 
that two more weeks of the strike will rub salt 
in reconversion wounds all over the country. 
Steel production is expected to drop from 73 to 
50 per cent of capacity next week, and auto pro- 
duction is falling off. Production Administrator 
Small views matters as “very discouraging.” 

So our national leaders concede that things 
are bad and will get much worse, while Lewis 
ignores both them and national necessity. He 
is sabotaging heavy goods production. He is 
violating the intent of the Wagner Act by de- 
manding flat commitments from operators in 
advance of bargaining. He is threatening the 
coal industry with demands that can only mean 
increased prices. He is flouting the new and 
half-tested wage-price formula, and nudging us 
all further toward inflation. 

By his haughty disregard for both Govern- 
ment and people, Lewis may think to prove him- 
self stronger than both, and incidentally lord it 
over the rival CIO. The strange thing is that 
Lewis is doing just what everyone expected him 
to do, yet no one tried to stop him. 

If the President decided to make Lewis be- 
have, he would have behind him all the power 
of Government and the wholehearted support of 
the public. Mr. Truman could, if necessary, take 
over the coal mines. Lewis’s customary answer 
to that is that the “Government can’t mine coal.” 
Still, he has never quite dared challenge the 
Government to mine coal. His men have always 
gone back to work under Government interces- 
sion. If the Government met Lewis head-on, 
Lewis would break, and he knows it. 

As long as this coal mine kingpin thinks he 
can toy with Government, he will glower and 
purse his eyebrows. It is conversely typical of 
his stripe that he understands superior power. 
Inflated egos and ambitions such as his make it 
necessary, as a British official has said, that “a 
democratic government must be careful not to 
expose its own impotence.” 

Now the country is treated to just such an 
exposure, in the face of a possible economic dis- 
aster. The Administration's fretfulness will not 
pass for authority, much less action. The nation 
has reached a point where the only answer to the 
anarchy of Lewis is determination in the White 
House. 
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For a Real Inquiry on Spain 

' The inquiry into the Franco regime voted by 
the UN Security Council yesterday could become 
a means of postponing or preventing action 
against the Spanish partner of the Axis. Fortu- 
nately, the fixing of a definite time limit for 
the investigators’ report, included in the reso- 
lution at Polish insistence, will serve to check 
such obstructive tactics, When the subcommittee 
makes its report on May 31, the showdown on 
dealing with Spain will be at hand. 

The Russians made a case for dealing with 
Franco at once, without an inquiry. The 10 
other Council members approved the investi- 
gation largely as a compromise, to prevent a 
UN split over the troublesome issue. The com- 
ing inquiry, if properly conducted, may produce 
evidence that will convince some of the would- 
be appeasers that world peace demands deci- 
sive action on Franco. Now that the inquiry 
has been ordered; it should be thorough enough 
to convince the most skeptical. 
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The New Duchess of Rutland 


Anne Cumming Bell, “the girl with the per- 
fect figure,” has become the Duchess of Rutland, 
whereupon the Duke, who was often spoken of as 
a possible Prince Consort, remains a mere Duke 
and nothing more. He is, no doubt, consoled. 
For while, as the playwright says Albert found, 
there are certain compensations in being the 
Queen’s husband along with the vexations, there 
is unbounding pride in husbanding such a one 
as can be compared only with Venus herself. 
Shall we commoner mortals then envy His 
Grace? 

Is she kind as she is fair? 
For beauty lives with kindness: 

Love doth ~to her eyes repair, 
To help him of his blindness; 

And, being help'd, inhabits there. 

Ah, but if fair be kind, then kindness is also 
fairness. Kind is fairer, fair kinder, if it also 
possesses the unaware wisdom, the graceful 
humor, the breath-catching gallantry that wears 
pleasure as an orchid and pain as a diadem. 
Envy the Duke if one will; the Duke requires 
no envy. But envy above all him who finds per- 
fection in an imperfect face pillared above a 
something ,less than perfect form. For the 
perfect corporeal beauty is but the perfect tri- 
umph of the average, whereas the illusion of 
beauty is imperishable perfection itself. 
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Keyserling, Relic of a Past Day 

Count Hermann Keyserling, so far as his 
American audiences were concerned, belonged 
to the era of normalcy. That was in the days 
when visiting celebrities from abroad went up 
in esteem in ratio to their profundity, their abil- 
ity to shock, their demands and their rudeness. 
The 6-foot-4 Russian Count, with his impressive 
beard, unintelligible philosophy and machine- 
gun discourse, filled the bill on every score. 

He denounced America as a country of sav- 
ages, and audiences ate it ub. He considered 
New York an attractive ruin. He preached 
against morality, lectured about “cosmic har- 
mony” and “the creative spirit” but didn’t both- 
er to define them, and insisted that hostesses 
serve him champagne and oysters, without which 
he confessed himself practically helpless. A 
woman at a dinner party, who had carefully read 
his ponderous two-volume “Travel Diary of a 
Philosopher,” asked him about a point, and he 
responded, “Madame, I never answer ridiculous 
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questions.” In St. Louis in 1928, he addressed 
a packed ballroom for a $1000 fee ($14 a minute, 
a reporter figured out), and left the crowd over- 
whelmed with his obscurities. 

His death in Vienna leads one to wonder 
whether Americans will ever relish his like 
again, Probably not. Nowadays, we want to be 
informed and not puzzled by visiting lecturers. 
Distinguished foreigners are no longer viewed 
as curiosities; they are people absorbed in prob- 
lems that bear on our own in this One World 
where we live. Count Keyserling was among 
the last of a glittering and picturesque line. 
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Why Reorganization Is Blocked 

Congress isn't greatly interested in the plan 
to improve its functioning and modernize its 
machinery, as proposed three months ago by the 
joint committee on reorganization. The changes 
suggested are far from revolutionary, and carry 
with them the attractive features of a $5000-a- 
year wage increase for each member of Con- 
gress, an $8000-a-year assistant for each and 
pension privileges. Then why doesn’t Congress 
snap into action on the first overhauling of its 
creaky apparatus since 1893? 

Part of the story is told by an example cited 
in connection with Senator La Follette’s admis- 
sion that hope for speedy action is slight. Under 
the Army-Navy merger plan, corresponding com- 
mittees in both houses will be consolidated, with 
a loss in memberships, chairmanships and seni- 
ority, so that proposal is having hard sledding. 
The La Follette-Monroney plan would reduce 
the number of committees in the two houses 
from 81 to 34, so the amount of opposition from 
imperiled chairmen can be easily calculated. 

Because of pride in chairmanship and desire 
for continued authority, this promising plan to 
put Congress in step with the Atomic Age is 
being choked to death! Since even the reorgan- 
ization committee chairman, Mr. La Follette, is 
discouraged about the prospect, it is evident that 
strong pressure by public opinion will have to 
make itself felt before Congress can be jolted 
into improving its own efficiency. 
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Literary Criticism in St. Paul 

A sensitive soul is Patrolman Don Wallace of 
St. Paul. His review of Erskine Caldwell’s novel, 
“God’s Little Acre,” caused that book to be 
banned in St. Paul and left its possessors sub- 
ject to arrest. The literary critic of the St. Paul 
Dispatch defended the book as realistic, and 
said that barring it wouldn’t keep it from being 
read. But he was ignored in favor of the pris- 
tine esthetics of Officer Wallace. 

What happens now is plain as a prohibited 
four-letter word. People who have left ‘God's 
Little Acre” on their book shelves for many 
years will dust it off to dig up the dirt, if any. 
Those who don’t have copies will dash over to 
Minneapolis. And, since St. Paul has gone Bos- 
ton one better in devising an ingenious literary 
standard, citizens who want to know if a book 
is worth reading will have, henceforth, an easy 
way out. They may appeal to the critical sensi- 
bilities of the corner cop. 
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Streicher’s Lame Defense 

Julius Streicher, most notorious anti-Semite 
of the Nazi Reich, denied after his arrest last 
May that he had ever done anything against 
the Jews, and declared he had always been 
“their friend.” His defense at the Nuernberg 
war criminal trial follows that same preposter- 
ous line, with some variations, interspersed with 
boasts over the anti-Semitic leadership of his 
vicious newspaper, Der Stuermer. 

Streicher can deny none of the charges, but 
he attempts to explain them away. His part in 
the burning of a Nuernberg synagogue was not 
caused by anti-Jewish feelings, he says, but by 
dislike of the building’s architecture. Then he 
falls back on the exctise used by many of the 
prisoners: the persecutions weren't his own idea, 
but the result of obedience to Hitler. It is odd 
how the former associates who now criticize 
Hitler, including men who actually plotted 
against him, avow implicit loyalty to the Fuehrer 
as an excuse for their crimes. 

Streicher did not improve his case by taking 
the stand yesterday. When his own attorney 
commented on one of his propaganda exploits 
as “a dreadful thing,” he accurately reflected 
the horror and repugnance roused among all 
decent human beings by the hate-monger’s mon- 
strous doings. Streicher’s testimony involves 
him even more deeply than before in some of 
history's most revolting crimes. 
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Fritz Kuhn, former Bund leader, has been re- 
leased to live in Germany. Even his severest 
critics will probably agree that’s enough punish- 
ment. 
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Million-Dollar Wreck 


The death toll of the Naperville wreck stands 
today at 45. At some cost in twentieth-century 
safety devices and equipment, it could have been 
avoided. And what, in cold blood, has it cost 
not to avoid it? 

The railroad estimated its own direct proper- 
ty damage at $275,000. Assuming a settlement of 
$10,000 for each person killed, we may already 
add $450,000. The railroad will also have dam- 
age claims, and perhaps some lawsuits, among 
the injured. On top of that, the wreck has cost 
the railroads in general an indeterminable amount 
of future patronage, It seems modest, therefore, 
to surmise that the cost of this one accident to 
American railroading is far in excess of 
$1,000,000. 

Leaving the not unnatural desire to spare life 
and limb out of it, the curious circumstance is 
that $1,000,000 spent otherwise would provide 
such devices as radio and automatic train con- 
trol for a good-sized chunk of railroad. Further- 
more, the investment would eliminate the haz- 
ard that the huge bill will have to be paid all 
over again when a set of unforeseen contingen- 
cies again results in a killing wreck, 

The thing we laymen can never understand 
is why the railroads remain so oddly blind to 
their own interests, and why the ICC, which is 
supposed to protect their interests and the pub- 
lic interest as well, lets them get away with it.

Democratic party's Southern deserters are committing act of “po- 
litical stupidity,” Alabama newspaper says; their action may bring 
about Republican victory; that would deprive these Congressmen 
of positions of influence and leave the South politically impotent.

Referring to 12 Southern Democrats who 
absented themselves from the Jackson day 
dinner in Washington because Secretary 
Wallace was billed as a speaker, the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch asks: 


“If the two-party system means anything, 
it is nonsense for a party to be both Ad- 
ministration and opposition. Can such a 
party continue to command the allegiance 
of voters who support it in the West and 
East for the progressive legislation it stands 
for, but who see its nominees from the 
South attacking the platform and princi- 
ples?” 

An even more pertinent and realistic 
question is this: Suppose the party desert- 
ers have their way, bring about the defeat 
of the Democratic Administration, and Re- 
publicans take charge? 


The Results of Dissidence 


Will they be better off when all House 
and Senate committees are taken over by 
Republicans? When every Southern chair- 
manship and ranking place on committees 
is lost by Southern men who now hold 
them? When politics is ruled wholly by the 
North and without any aid or assistance 
from the South? 


That will be the inevitable result of the 
strategy these dissident Southern Demo- 
crats are now pursuing. In the last four 
presidentia] campaigns it has been dem- 
onstrated that the North can elect a Presi- 
dent without a single vote from the South. 
President Roosevelt, a Democrat, would 
have been elected if there had not been one 
Southern Democratic electoral vote cast for 


him. He was elected by votes of the North 
and East and West. Instead of retaining 
any sort of balance of political power, the 
South suddenly found itself politically im- 
potent. 


Even in the nomination of a Democratic 
candidate, the South has lost its potency 
with the abrogation of the two-thirds rule. 
As long as a Democratic convention re- 
quired a-two-thirds majority to nominate 
a candidate, the South had a measurable 
veto power to the extent that it was not 
possible for other regions to nominate a 
man whom the South disapproved if the 
South stood together. 


North Controls Conventions 


Now all that has been changed. The South 
has no veto power in the national conven- 
tion. The Democrats of the North and East 
can nominate a candidate, and they can 
and do elect a President without a single 
electoral vote from a Southern state. 


This impotency has been offset in part 
by the fact that we hold so many power- 
ful committee chairmen through seniority 
in Congress who can direct legislation and 
protect the South’s interests. Now a group 
of selfish, shortsighted and misguided 
Southern Senators and Representatives are 
playing a game with the Republicans which 
may succeed in electing a Republican House 
and Senate and thereby depriving the South 
of every committee chairmanship it now 
possesses. 


What greater political stupidity could a 


man from the South show than to contri- 
bute to this lamentable prospect? 


Franco—Threat to Peace

Only Communists and fellow-travelers 
want to bring Russian influence into the 
Iberian peninsula, but surely there ought to 
be some means of putting pressure on the 
Franco regime without turning Madrid in- 
to an annex to the Kremlin. 

The United States should be careful not 
to interfere in the internal affairs of other 
countries, but the real question here is 
whether it hasn’t a right, in concert with 
the other members of the Security Council, 
to use such means as are at its disposal to 
overthrow the last remaining Fascist re- 
gime in Europe, a regime which threatens 
world peace. 

Quentin Reynolds, the well-known for- 
eign correspondent, declared emphatically 
in a recent radio address that our State, 
Army and Navy departments know from 
documents captured in Berlin that German 
scientists are working on atomic energy 
under Franco’s protection, as charged by 
Poland. He backed up the declaration with 
detailed data. 

Precisely what the United Nations ought 
to do in the face of this situation is de- 
batable. It might recommend that UN 
member nations sever diplomatic or eco- 
nomic relations with the Franco Govern-

ment. It might give moral and political 
support to the provisional Republican Gov- 
ernment of Spain, and seek to have free 
elections in the country as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The United Nations was established to 
“insure that states not members of the UN 
act in accordance with the principles of the 
organization so far as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of international peace 
and security.” Certainly it would seem 
shortsighted for UN to ignore this obliga- 
tion, imposed by Article 2 of its own Char- 
ter, 

Let us not forget that the United States 
and Britain helped to bring on the Second 
World War when they refused to allow the 
legitimate Spanish Government to buy arms 
from them with which to put down Franco's 
rebellion. We must not make a similarly 
catastrophic mistake again.

Diary of Eisenhower Aide 
Isa Lively War Document 


“My Three Years With Eisenhower,” by Capt. Harry 
C, Butcher, USNR. (Simon & Schuster, New York.) 
When Gen. Eisenhower was named Com- 

manding General of the European Theater. 
in June, 1942, he decided he should have as 
his aide an intimate friend, so that no bar- 
rier of rank would interfere with candor. 
His choice was Harry C, Butcher, a Colum- 
bia Broadcasting Co. vice president, then 
in the Navy. A naval aide for an Army 
chief was unheard of, but Eisenhower made 
the necessary arrangements, and many more 
precedents were broken in the three-year 
course of the men’s collaboration. 

The General told his aide to keep a diary, 
which he faithfully did, often under diffi- 
culties, through their experiences in Lon- 
don, North Africa, Sicily, Italy, London 
again, then the Channel crossing, France, 
Germany, finally Berlin and home to a 
victor’s welcome. The record amounted to 
around a million words, which Capt. Butch- 
er has boiled down to book size. Even 
when condensed, it makes so large a vol- 
ume (914 pages) as to cause the author to 
call it “Operation Doorstop.” 

. * . 


The book is a surprisingly good action 
story, considering that it was written and 
dictated under constant pressure, often at 
odd intervals. Butcher is a good reporter, 
with a talent for bright, informal writing 
and an eye for both a newsy lead and a 
lively feature story. He rarely takes time 
to analyze men or motives; he presents the 
facts of planning and war as he encoun- 
tered them. The book, then, is the raw 
material of history; a source for more for- 
mal writers to draw upon in future years. 

A rounded portrait of Eisenhower, usual- 
ly called “Ike” in the diary, emerges from 
the actions and conversations and moments 
of recreation recorded in its pages. Butcher 
vastly admires his chief, and notes well his 
military skill, his modesty, his talents as 
a conciliator, his affection for the Gls, his 
crusadé for full co-operation between 
branches of the service and among the Al- 
lies. Yet the diarist does not hesitate to 
record such episodes as Ike's irritation that 
others knew of his elevation to four-star 
rank before he did. 
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The book brings out as no other has done 
the vastness of the operations necessary to 
win the war, and the tremendous responsi- 
bilities on the shoulders of the Supreme 
Commander. There are pages on the argu- 
ments with Churchill, a very tough custom- 
er, on the feuds over command and the 
long-drawn drafting and rehashing of plans. 
The diary form creates suspense, though 
often so many topics are covered in an en- 
try that the effect is choppy. But on a big 
occasion, such as D-day or V-E day, Butch- 
er writes a full and free-swinging account. 

Since the General’s aide did not sit in 
on conferences at the top level, and s 
can report only the comings and going 
with sometimes a second-hand synopsis, 
there is plenty left for Eisenhower to tell 
in his memoirs, if and when he writes 
them. His account of the sessions with 
Roosevelt, Marshall, Churchill, Alexander, 
De Gaulle and others will surely be a docu- 
ment worth waiting for. Meanwhile, Capt. 
Butcher's book and the admirable biogra- 
phy, “Soldier of Democracy,” by Kenneth 8, 
Davis, complement each other excellently 
in telling the story of the distinguished war 
leader and his contribution to victory.

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| Food Should Be Rationed 
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HAT I previously have written about the OPA does not mean 
that I want to see controls lifted. It only means that if there 
are to be controls, they must control. The consumption of food 


must, above all, be controlled, because there is famine over half the 


globe. 
and by rationing. 


The price of food must have a 
more rational economic base, and 
the control must be complete. 
When, last fall, for instance, con- 
trols were lifted that had previ- 
ously determined the amount of 
cream to be allotted to ice créam 
and fancy cheeses, practically the 
whole cream supply was diverted 
from butter with its low ceiling 
price, 
Luxuries in Food. 

The ceiling price on the latter 
is too low. Butter is a luxury. 
Butter substitutes contain equal 
nutriment. The ceiling price on 
choice cuts of meat is too low. 
America is a steak-chop nation, 
but everybody can’t eat steaks and 
chops because they are a smal] 
part of a slaughtered animal. 
Their price should be in line with 
their choiceness. 

Grain can be diverted from 
stock feeding — poultry, for in- 
stance—only if it, too, is rationed 
to the farmers. To try to get 
voluntary collaboration — asking 
each poultry farmer to reduce his 
flock by 10 per cent—will proba- 
bly have the opposite effect. 
Many, counting on reduction by 
others, will increase their flocks. 

But the success of rationing al- 
ways depends on housewives or 
farmers actually getting with cer- 
tainty what is rationed. If it is 
not otherwise available, they will 
go to the black market. Rationing 
always reduces family expendi- 
tures for food, even if prices are 
higher. It eliminates extravagance 
and waste and is therefore anti- 
inflationary. If a housewife knows 
she can get only a limited amount 
of bread, fats, meats and sugar 
per week or month, she does not 
throw anything usable into the 
garbage can. 


Why Europe Starves. 


But if food is rationed. it must, 
IT repeat, be rationed. It is pre- 
posterous to ration sugar and not 
ration candy, ice cream, soda pop 
containing sugar and sweet bak- 
ery goods. I have been unable to 
get figures on American sugar 
consumption last year, but when 
one considers the expenditure of 
billions for candy, ice cream and 
sweet soft drinks, I _ seriously 
doubt whether, despite household 
rationing of sugar, it was much 
below prewar. 

The rationing of food is essen- 
tial not only as a hedge against 
inflation, but because the world 
is starving and we are falling way 
behind our commitments. To be 
sure, the starvation of Europe is 
partly the result of- war, but is 
even more the result of insane 
economic policies and mad nation- 


But food consumption can only be controlled at the source, 


alism. 

The shifting of frontiers; the 
expelling of populations; land re- 
forms which violate all agricul- 
tural experience; East European 
gcvernments which have no pow- 
er of free action; struggles be- 
twecn allied powers; radical de- 
industrialization measures which

tive. 


Where Problem Is Worst. 


Mr. Hoover reports that the 
worst food situation is in Poland 
and Yugoslavia. This is despite 
the fact that Poland has inherited 
tue great grain lands of German 
Silesia, But these lands have been 
seized and broken up in an un- 
methodical manner. The indige- 
nous land population has been 
driven off the soil; last year’s 
crop was not even harvested, so 
there is grain and potatoes neith- 
er for the Germans nor the Poles. 

Similar persecutions of popula- 
tions have had the same result in 
Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia. 
The former is normally a rich ag- 
ricultural land, but apparently 
Yugoslav youth are spending their 
energies either in marching and 
heiling their “liberator” or in 
building his immense army of 
600,000 men. Armies are fed, they 
do not feed others, 


Five Isolated Economies. 


Germany was, and could be, 85 
per cent self-sufficient in food, at 
a high standard of diet—but there 
is no German -economy, but five 
isolated economies. Hungary was 
a great food-exporting nation, but 
the citizens of Budapest are starv- 
ing. This is not just the result of 
.the war; it is the result of Allied 
policies. 

America can and must pull in 
her belt, but as long as politicians 
and peoples give first priority to 
hatred and revenge, and insist on 
continuing the war against polit- 
ical minorities, social classes and 
defeated peoples, they will have to 
pay the price, which will be pover- 
ty, wretchedness and hunger, and 
we shall be pouring food into a 
sieve. The whole “peace” is a 
mockery of nature and a defiance 
of natural law. And nature, though 


disinterested, takes her revenge.

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HEN the American Society 


of Newspaper Editors persuaded 


three of Soviet Russia’s leading writers to come to Washington 
to address their annual convention, they started something 


that seems likely to have far-reaching consequences, 


The State Departntent invited 
the three writers to go on a tour 
of the United States. The writers 
accepted. At a meeting in the de- 
partment the other day, they sat 
down with their official hosts to 
plan an itinerary. None of the 
three had ever been in this coun- 
try before. They all showed in- 
tense eagerness to see everything 
they could. 

Ilya Ehrenburg, writer and war 
correspondent for Pravda, said he 
was especially interested in ob- 
serving how the lower-income 
groups lived. He also expressed a 
lively interest in the race problem 
in this country. 


No Blacked-Out Areas. 


It was fairly obvious that Eh- 
renburg, in some respects the most 
brilliant and aggressive of the 
three, was aiming at Tobacco 
Road. His brilliance is said to be 
underscored by a large order of 
cynicism, and he knows that the 
editors of Pravda would welcome 
stories about the squalor in which 
the poor whites of the Deep South 
live. 

Seeing which way the Soviet 
compass was pointing, a depart- 
ment spokesman made a little 
speech to the three travelers.

Russia’s Curiosity About Us. 


The present boom, which high- 
lights these contrasts, provides 
vivid material for such a propa- 
ganda approach, But if that is 
to be the frame of reference, then 
the picture will be neither a true 
one nor a complete one. 

But at least it will be a new 
chink in the wall of darkness that 
separates the two peoples. Even 
if the beam is distorted, it will 
let a little light through. 

There is reason to believe that 
intense curiosity exists in Russia 
about the U.S.A. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment has permitted 20,000 
copies of the magazine, America, 
printed in Russian by the State 
Department, to circulate in the So- 
viet Union. Each copy of the 
handsomely printed magazine is 
read by perhaps as many as 30 
readers. 

Recently, the Kremlin granted 
permission to boost the circulation 
to 50,000, which would make the 
magazine self-sustaining on the 
basis of the official price at which 
it is sold in Russia. In the unof- 
ficial black market, it is said to 
bring many times this price. 

Now, if three American writers 
could have the same sort of tour 
of Russia, we would at least make

Wahlgren said figures compiled to 
date indicated there had been sun- 
shine during 64 per cent of the 
daylight hours, or 10 per cent 
more than was enjoyed last year 
and six per cent more than nor- 
mal for April.

Weather Bureau records indicate 
only six Easters have been warm- 
er. 


Wahlgren declined to give a 
long-range forecast of May weath- 
er but pointed out that May has 
proven temperamental! in the past, 
with mean temperatures ranging 
from 73 degrees in 1886 to 58 in 
1907. A heavy snow, he pointed 
out, fell on May 2, 1929, 


In all probability, Wahlgren 
said, May this year should be 
warmer than April, although April 
has already established a mean

Unfair Labor Practices. Charge Against Senators Goes to NLRB 


Jurisdiction 
Of Board 


In Question 


BOSTON, April 30 (AP) — The 
question of jurisdiction was raised 
today by the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board which yesterday re- 
ceived from the American Base- 
ball Guild charges of unfair labor 
practices against the Washington 
baseball club. 


The Guild Action, 
here by Director Robert Murphy, 
was the first move against any 
club in the latest attempt to un- 
ionize professional ball players. 


Earle K. Shaw, regional NLRB 
attorney in Baltimore, where the 
charges were docketed, raised the 
question of jurisdiction. 


“One questicn,” he asserted, “is 
whether the board has jurisdic- 
tion.” The board “must deter- 
mine,” he added, “whether the 
Washington baseball club is in 
commerce within the meaning of 
the (NLRB) act.” 

The action brought from Clark 
Griffith, the Washington ball club 
owner, the assertion that he never 
had talked “with any baseball] play- 
ers about joining a union. If a 
player wants to go into that sort 
of thing that’s his business.” 


He added that his only com- 
ments on the Guild were in a news 
imterview and that “they have no 
Claim against me whatsoever.” 

Informed of Griffith’s statement, 
Murphy told a reporter: 

“I’m not in the least bit inter- 
ested in what Griffith has to say. 
He now has the opportunity to be 
heard at a National Labor Rela- 
tions Board meeting. 

“If Griffith wasn’t accustomed 
to popping off we'd have no rea- 
son for such a hearing.” 

Murphy also remarked that Griff- 
ith was one of the “rebels” who 
formed the American League in 
a fight with the National loop, 
then the only major league. 

The charges filed by Murphy, 
listed as “Case No. 5C-2081” as- 
gerted: “On or about April, 1946, 
the Washington American League 
Baseball Club, Inc., did, by its of- 
ficers, agents and servants, and 
more particularly by Clark Gliff- 
ith, its president, make state- 
ments derogatory to the American 
Baseball Guild, a labor organiza- 
tion within the meaning of sec- 
tion two, subsection five, of the 
National Labor Relations Act; did 
counsel and urge the players of 
said club against joining the guild 
and, further, did make statements 
calculated to intimidate and coerce 
the players on the club from exer- 
cising their rights to self organi- 
zation,-to join or assist the guild 
or any other labor organization.”

“I have an employe who holds a minor 
executive post in my organization,” he began. “But his asso- 
ciates in the office and his subordinates all dislike him because 
he is so egotistical. 

“For example, the first day on the job Jason was asked 
jokingly by one of his associates what he was in the organiza- 
tion for. ‘Oh, I'm here to solve the problems the rest of you 
can't solve’ was his answer. And this is a good keynote to this 
entire personality. He lords it over his subordinates and seems 
to think that all engineering wisdom will die with him. The 
fellow does have some ability and he needs the job, but I don’t 
know what to do about the situation. Would you advise me to 
discharge him? He has a young wife and two small children, 
so I should like to be fair with him.”

TRAWBERRY pink rhubarb 
S can be used to make just about 

as appealing and as satisfying 
shortcake as real strawberries. 
The color is lovely and the flavor 
ig refreshing. The only difficulty 
many cooks encounter is in re- 
taining some of the form in the 
cut rhubarb. Too often they ob- 
tain a mushy, stringy sauce of 
nondescript form and _ texture. 
Tender rhubarb does soften s0 
rapidly when it is exposed to heat, 
and a little stirring hastens the 
complete loss of form. Fortu- 
nately, starting a soft fruit to 
cook with the sugar or dropping 
the fruit into a thick sugar syrup 
has the effect of one 
and causing it to hold shape bet- 
ter than if sugar is added toward 
the end of the cooking. Adding 
the sugar at first also seems to 
help to hold on to the brilliant 
color. That is why we are recom- 
mending the proportion of sugar 
that we do today in this recipe, 
Instead of stirring during cook- 
ing, the saucepan may be gently 
shaken from time to time if there 
is any indication of sticking. 
Since the cooking is done at the 
simmering point, the form is pre- 
served much better than in hard 
boiling, and sticking is not so 
likely to occur. 

Rhubarb Shortcake. 

Three cups cut rhubarb, one cup 
Sugar, two tablespoons water, 
two-thirds cup flour, one teaspoon 
baking powder, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, two teaspoons sugar, 
two tablespoons shortening, three 
and one-half tablespoons milk. 

Wash, clean, and cut rhubarb 
in pieces three-quarters to one 
inch long. Place in a sauce-pan 
and add sugar and water. Heat 
to boiling over direct heat, then 
simmer 15-20 minutes. Cool. Mean- 
while prepare shortcake by sift- 
ing flour, ‘measuring, and resift- 
ing it three times with salt and 
sugar, the last time into a mixing 
bowl. Cut in shortening with a

Is "O. K." O.K.2 
By Frank Colby 


ODAY’'S article is frankly in- 
T ences to result in desk- 
thumping controversies all 
over the land, and to bring in 
enough “Colby, you’re wrong!” 
mail to bend the postman double. 

First of all, “OK,” perhaps the 
most widely used expression in 
the world, is not a word, an ab- 
breviation, nor can it be classed 
as one of the eight parts of 
speech, except when it is used like 
a verb, as “to OK.” 

If and when I write a diction- 
ary, I shall list “OK” as: “A vocal 
noise expressive of approval or 
agreement, Origin unknown.” 

Yes, I can make “origin un- 
kndwn” stick, not in spite of but 
because of the dictionaries. Con- 
sider: 

Merriam Webster's: “Probably 
from Choctaw oke, hoke, yes it is.” 
Funk & Wagnalis’: “An abbrevia- 
tion—error due to misreading 
O.R., ‘Order Recorded.’” New 
Century: “Said to be from Choc- 
taw Indian okeh, ‘it is so’.” Thorn- 
dike Century: No origin given. 
Macmillan’s: “Choctaw o k e h?” 
Winston's: “Source uncertain.” 

The expression is variously writ- 
ten as “OK, O K, O.K.,, okay, okey, 
okeh.” Take your pick. There are 
dozens of theories as to its origin. 

H. L. Mencken (The American 
Language) says that O.K. is gen- 
erally credited to a spelling mis- 
take, “The People is Oll Korrect,” 
on a campaign banner in an Ohio 
political campaign of 1840. 

Another theory is mentioned in 
DeVere’s “Americanisms”: “The 
story goes that General Jackson 
(Old Hickory) was not much at 
home in the art of spelling. The 
President employed the letters 
O.K, as an indorsement of applica- 
tions for office, and other papers, 
They were intended to stand for 
‘All Correct’ which the old gentle- 
man preferred writing ‘Oll Kor- 
rect.’” 

“O.K.” is not in Noah Webster's 
original dictionary (1828), but the 
expression probably dates from 
Colonial days. 

We can be sure only of this: 
(a) O.K. originated in America; 
(b) it has entered practically every 
language in the world; (c) it is 
not a word, an abbreviation, or a 
part of speech (except when used 
as a verb), but it is O.K. to use it,

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War Experiences of a Circus Rider 
After Service With Two Armies, Police Circus Star ls Backin the Saddle

FTER surviving the problems 
A« a Hungarian-born Portu- 

guese-educated Czech-Russian, 
marooned successively in Poland, 
Denmark and France in the early 
days of the German invasion, cir- 
cus. rider Alex Konyots is very 
happy that he is now an Ameri- 
man citizen. Not only a series of 
narrow escapes dotted Konyots’ 
colorful career, but action with 
two armies, the French Foreign 
Legion and the American Army 
as well. Now playing his first big 
engagement since his release from 
service, he and his sister, Dorita, 
form the graceful riding act, “Do- 
rita and Alex” in the St. Louis 
Police Circus at the Arena, and 
both of them are more than glad 
to be reconverting to the compara- 
tive calm of life under the Big 
Top. 

Members of one of the oldest 
European show business families, 
Dorita and Alex have been per- 
formers on the tanbark (very ele- 
gant grassy green tanbark at this 
year’s Police Circus) since they 
were children, Their father, Ar- 
thur Konyots, first visited this 
country with a group of bareback 
riders in the early 1900s, and their 
mother, a ballerina, was related 
to the famous ballerina, Pavlova. 
The four of them were appearing 
in their own show in Czecho- 
slovakia when Hitler marched in, 
and from then on, as Alex relates 
in his fluent, slightly accented 
English, with occasional laughing 
interpolations from Dorita, life 
was a comedy of errors and some- 
times not so comic, 

“Naturally when Hitler invaded 
Czechoslovakia, my father lost 
his circus, the farm he had bought, 
and everything,” Alex said, “and 
we escaped with our horses to 
Poland, riding the entire distance, 
a journey of over 300 miles. From 
Poland we got a passport to go 
to Latvia where we had an en- 
gagement with a show, but for 
some reason or other the offi- 
cials at the border refused to 
honor our passports, and we were 
turned out into No Man’s land, 
a strip of land between Poland 
and Latvia. There we stayed 
until my father arrived and man- 
aged to get us across the border. 
We rode into Riga on a train— 
the de luxe kind of European train 
with wooden benches to sleep on 
—and we were so weary we fell 
asleep and didn’t even wake up 
when we got to Riga. A friend 
shook us and woke us just as 
the train was starting to move 
back toward Poland.” 


From Latvia, they had intended 
going to Zurich, Switzerland, for 
a performance, but instead, as 
Dorita explains, “Of all times, I 
got appendicitis,” so they stayed 
in Latvia a while longer until an 
engagement in Copenhagen came 
along. From Copenhagen they 
started for France by boat but 
the threats of war caused the 
boat to turn back and once again 
they had visa and passport trou- 
ble. ; 

“When we finally got to France 
it was just before they closed the 
border,” Alex related. “It was on

Declarer promptly led 
the spade king through East, who 
now decided to play the ace. De 
clarer ruffed and led the ace and 
a low heart. West won and 
shifted to a club. Declarer won 
with the ace, cashed the diamond 
ace (as a safety play), then en- 
tered dummy with a heart, and 
discarded his low elub on the 
spade queen. Now, on a diamond 
play from dummy, declarer 
guessed the location of the hon- 
ors and refused to cover East's 
ten-spot. West's king was sacri- 
ficed, and declarer gave up, in 
all, only two tricks—a diamond 
and a trump.

Obviously, this result was far 
different from what it should have 
been, East explained that he had 
held up the spade ace because 
he had played West for a double- 
ton spade (the 3-2) and wanted 
to maintain communications. This, 
however, was not a very probable 
contingency. The lead of a three- 
spot usually implies a “fourth- 
best,” and it would have been a 
‘coincidence indeed if West had 
had precisely the three and deuce 
and South precisely three low 
spades. East should have played, 
not on possibilities, but on proba- 
bilities; he should have won the 
first trick and promptly shifted 
to a club. Then, despite the two 
good spade tricks waiting in dum- 
my, declarer would have been 
helpless.
